In 18DB, not nu-ito 80 years back 


there"'were Just' 300 registered auto- 
mobiles In the United States. 
In 


1922, 
thoro 'were more than 12,000,

,lmes as many automobiles In the lal 
er year as in the former. 


These flgnres have just been com 


piled lii a survey of the effect of th 
automobile upon the mortality ot th 
nation, and are considered the ben 
posnlble Incentive for unceasing on 
IcavoTB to devise efficient traffic coi 
trol.
